Independent claims 1 , 81 , 1 53, 1 54, 1 55, 1 56 and dependent claims 2-26, 82-1 05 are 
allowed because the closes prior art references of Vicknair et al. (US 2003/0208421 A1) 
and Bellinger et al. (US 5,870,725) and other prior art of record in any combination 
failed to teach or render obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, 

for each item's image data received at the second time, assigning an image 
sequence number to the item's image data, associating the item's image data with the 
item's image sequence number and associating the item's image sequence number with 
the item's source sequence number to preserve a linkage integrity between the item 
and the item's image data.
